Go into whatever port 
you may in other parts cf cf tbe world, 
a td there yon will bud trading vessels 
from all parts of tbe world, but few in­ 
deed are these belonging to tbe United 
States. Especially is this bo in Central 
arid Sonth America. The French, the 
English, 
tbe Germans, tbe Italians, 
crowd the pelts cf those 
coni:trite. 
“ There bags are there, and where a na­ 
tion’s bag is teen there her people will 
be fcund. Our consular reports abound 
with the deplorable information that our 
bag is the least known of any in South 
American ports. 
Trade follows the bag, 
and has done 60 from the earliest period 
of the world’s history. 
Tbe Spanish 
flag in 1492 was bist seen in the western 
world, and down to our own times those 
people who have kept up the most fre­ 
quent visitors to cur shores, in their own 
ships, under their own flags, have en­ 
joyed the greatest share of our trade. 
The American flag in [these countries 
is seldom seeD, and our trade is exceed­ 
ingly small. Now what is tho remedy 
for this condition of things? How can 
American ships, loaded with merchant 
dise, find their way into the ports of not 
only Central and South America, but rn 
China and Japan as well? The only 
practical way is to follow the example of

States,

as 
encouraging 
chipping interests are concerned. There 
is cot a line of merchant marine belong­ 
ing to either England, Germany, France 
or Italy, that has not been, or is now, 
eus.dized by their respective govern­ 
ments. Germany has been seeking afteT 
an increased trade with China. 
How 
does she secure it ? Simply by establish­ 
ing subsidized lines of 
steamships. 
Our 
free 
trade 
friends 
say 
we 
must build steamships un le i free trade 
surroundings, that we must have free 
taw material, and then we can have “ free 
ships,” and with “free ships” and no 
tariff en imports we can conquer in a 
large measure, tbe trade with 
other 
countries. But this free material cry 
laoks common sense and wisdom. 
They 
oan build 
cheaper 
ships in 
other 
parts of tbe world 
because 
labtr 
is cheaper. What this country needs is 
protection to “ ship owning,” and then 
we will stand ready to send the Ameri­ 
can flag waving over American ships, to 
the uttermost parts of the world. 
The 
British government protects its merch­ 
ant marine, so does France and Ger­ 
many, while what few ships we have are 
forced to go begging for trade. 
If

States evtr expects

seas, it must pay a premium, like other 
nations do, for the privilege. 
To com­ 
pete with England or France, or Ger­ 
many rn trading with Central and South 
Ameiioa, we must match their plans Of 
fostering ship owning, or tbe race for 
such competition will be entirely lost.

N e w Y ork, O ct. S .— Tho general con­ 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal church 
of America began its session with the read­ 
ing of the morning prayer, the Rev. R. W.

CapL Buffet, of Jersey Harbor, Newfound­ 
land, arrived yesterday morning at 9 
o’clock, bringing Second Officer Dengue), 
eighteen of the crew, and seven cattlemen 
of the Geographique. 
The second officer 
reports having sighted Pass island, New­ 
foundland, about 2 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon. They were piloted to Rencontre 
harbor by a fishing skiff. They were afloat 
in a boat thirty-six hours without food 
or water, and had great difficulty in keep­ 
ing afloat, the sea feeing verv rough and 
the wind southerly aud strong. 
After 
they had landed the people of Recontre 
kindly took care of them, providing them 
with board and lodging.

took the first passage to this port on the 
schooner Ray, Lang I ais and Questal, fire­ 
men; Guenna, a coal trimmer, and one 
cattleman are missing, and it is supposed 
they were drowned when the steamer 
sunk.

coat, vest and shoes, and was sleeping so 
soundly that he was awakened with diffi­ 
culty when the husband found him. 
Mrs. 
Klosterman says when she screamed the 
intruder was standing in the door w ith all 
his clothes on. 
Klosterman affirms now 
th at he knew Slattery was stupefied and 
had entered the room by mistake, and that 
he simply awoke him and started him 
down stairs, when he was assaulted by 
Hunt and robbed by the latter and Hickey. 
These two parties have been rearrested on 
w arrants charging them with robbery. 
Hunt stoutly declares Klosterman gave 
Slattery his injuries. 
The doctors say that a full dose of any 
one of the drugs which Capt. Slattery had 
with him would account for any wild 
action and for his aimless wandering to 
some place he knew nothing of.

The story of the formation of a gigantic 
baseball tru st which has been hinted a t 
for tho last ten days by various papers in 
the cities where baseball interests tho 
people, can now be told in detail. 
Baseball schemes of various degrees 
and conditions have risen and sunk at odd 
times before and since the formation of 
the National league in 1870. 
But com­ 
pared to this last scheme all former ones 
are small and insignificant. 
It contem­ 
plates the taking of tho baseball business 
out of the hands that have nursed and 
fostered it into health and prosperity and 
the placing of it into new ones, the own­ 
ers of which guarantee to divide the 
profits with the players. 
Tho transfer work is to be done by tho 
brotherhood of professional baseball play­ 
ers, of which John M. W ard, shortstop of 
the New York club, is president; Dennis 
B rothers, 
first baseman of the Boston 
team, is vice-president, and Timothy J. 
Keefe, the New York club’s great pitcher, 
is secretary. 
Most of tho details have 
been arranged and remain but to be car­ 
ried out after the end of tho present play­ 
ing season and before tho beginning of 
that of 1890. 
Every man in tho leaguo 
clubs of 1889, with the exception of half a 
dozen, among wbich Anson, Williamson 
and Burns are notable example*, are mem­ 
bers of the brotherhood and sworn to 
stand by the scheme. 
Its outlines are as 
follows: 
The new organization is to be known as 
the United Business association. 
It is to 
be 
made up of eight clubs, as follows: 
Boston, New York, 
Brooklyn, Philadel­ 
phia, Pittsburg, Cleveland, 
Buffalo, Chi­ 
cago. 
Of these two are now clubs and not 
in the present National league. 
They are 
Brooklyn and Buffalo. 
The present In­ 
dianapolis team is to be dropped l>odily 
into Brooklyn. 
Tho present Washington 
team is to be transferred to Bull'alo and 
strengthened by the addition of Rowe, 
White, and Myers, late of Indianapolis. 
In each city local capitalist; are to 
operate the teams formed and placed thoro 
by tho brotherhood, 
giving a bond of 
$25,000 for the performance of their 
part of the work. 
Albert L. Johnson is 
the Cleveland capitalist, and his active 
participation in the deal as a missionary 
caused him to be mistaken for its national 
head. 
It has no national head at this 
time outside of the officers of the brother­ 
hood. 
The association’s officials are to 
be elected this fall. 
The players are guaranteed their sal­ 
aries a t the 1889 rate for 1890 and a share 
of the profits. 
All expenses and receipts 
are to Le pooled for the general benefit, 
and gate receipts divided equally between 
the clubs. 
The first $10,000 profit is togo 
into prizes to be distributed among tho 
clubs as playing prizes, $5,000 to first, 
$2,500 to second, $1,500 to thiH , $ 1,000 to 
fourth. 
Of the first $80,000 after this 
$ 10,000 goes to tho capitalists, $ 10,000 to 
those of each club. 
The next $80,000 goes 
to the players, and all other profits are 
pooled half and half. 
Each p ayer will 
share equally with the others. 
Each club is to be governed by a board 
made up of eight men, four capitalists and 
four players, and the main body by a sen­ 
ate of sixteen, each club having two rep­ 
resentatives, one a playor and tho other a 
capitalist 
Each club is stocked for $20,- 
000, half of which can be held by tho 
players. 
The $20,000 is in *200 .shares of 
$100 each. 
No known gamblers are al­ 
lowed to hold stock. 
Of course the classi­ 
fication and reserve rules go with the pres­ 
ent management, but the 1889, or classifi­ 
cation, figures are taken as tile basis for 
1890. 
Tho association is to make aud sell its 
own ball. 
Nearly all tho work of repairing 
tho fabric as it stands to-day has been 
done at Cleveland this summer. 
A. L. 
Johnson has done a fair share of tho work. 
C apt Faatz of tho Clevelands has been in 
with i t 
So has John W ard and Tim 
Keefe. 
Attorney L. A. Russell, Johnson's 
lawyer, drew up most of the papers. 
W hen finished they were sent to each 
league club and signed by the players. 
Every group but those in W ashington 
have signed the agreement. Anson, Burns 
and Williamson have not signed the Chi­ 
cago agreement. 
In each city capitalists 
are at work over grounds and plans for 
next season. 
Among the players who are already on 
the association’s books os stockholders are 
Keefe and W ard of New York; Brouthers 
and Clarkson, 
Boston; 
Zimmer 
and 
F aut', 
Cleveland; Rowe, 
White, 
and 
Myers, 
Buffalo; 
Dunlap and Hanlon, 
Pittsburg. 
The men figure that it will be to their 
interest to manage themselves, and a 
general surveillance will be kept up by 
the members of each team on their fel­ 
lows. 
A m an’s interest in the association 
will be continued as long as he is a mem 
ber of it. 
For bad work he will be re 
leased and his share turned over to his 
successor. 
A structure to lost forever is 
to be reared by the brotherhood. 
The profits and losses being pooled, a 
general pooling of interest and players 
must follow. 
All extra men unemployed 
except at intervals under the present stat© 
of affairs will be utilized under the new 
plan and extra talent put where it will do 
tho most good. 
This is how the plan stands to-day. 
It 
is formidable to the ear and eye and pretty, 
though chimerical in its general outlines.
